Tne law alluded to Is 1o be found in article 5
of the Constitution of 1780, and provides that
no pew diocese oan be formed without the
consent of the Bisnop and Convention of sach
diocese concerned, ns well as the General Con-
vention; tbat there cannol be less ihan Afieen
gelf-supporting dioceses, with thirieen presby-
ters who shall have been al leasl one year <r-
dalped, and no city to formm more Lthan one
diocese, giving the Bishop of a dlocess the
power 1o ahoose whioch dlocese he will belong
1o in case of & division, and directs that new
dioceses suall be subject to the constitutlon and
canons of the new diooese,

BISHOP LEE'S SERMON,

_After recess 4 moilon was made by the Rev.
Dr. Goodwin, of Pennsylvania, to print 3000
coples ol Bishop Lee's sermon delivered befurs
ibhe Convention. SBome objections were made,
a8 the former number printed was but 1500, and
the mover accepled the number,

Mr., Wallaoce, of 8t, Louls, Mo, sald he thought
the sermon was calculaled 10 do harm, and
moved tolay the resolutiontoprint on the table,

The Rev. Dr. Littiejohnend the Rey, Dr, Mead
both rose to protesl sirongly against Inying the
resolution on the table. It was & thing unheard
of to refuse B:inllni the Convention sermon,
snd wounld A breach of a rule of courtesy
which had always obtained in this pody. Dr,
Mead sald that though he differed in lolo cwla
nom the doctrines of that sermon, he should be
EOITY Lo peesuch a duurmrtenz practised.

Mpjor George E. Falrbanks was opposed to
priniing & oontroversial sermon, It was time
ibat & bad precedent was stopped, If courles
were Lo oblain 1n one lnstanoces, it would in all,
He would In future A8 now, vole against print-
ing Convention sermons, The adoress of Lhe
Houee of Bl-hops, publisned with the Journal,
expreased the consolidared views of the Bishops,
and there was propriety in publishing that, but
there was no prm’:jrlel.y in publishing the views
of an individasl Bishop,

The Rev, Dr. Halght spoke In favor of the
resointion. SBome might not approve of Lhe
docirine preached, but ithe Bishop preacbed ao-
coiding 1o his conscience. He hoped the ser-
mon would be printed,

The Rev. Dr. Goodwin sa'd we could not legls-
late for fature conventions, He ho Lthey
wounld not (he wonld notsay Insail) show sach
disrespect 1o & Bishop, and oove of saon high
sinnding. The Bishop apoke according to his
consclence, and they were not tosit in jodg-
ment on bim who wan appsainted by the Con-
ventlon to preach the sermon. He(Lhe speaker)
might agree 1o all, or some only of the doe-
trines preached by the Bishop. Was that a
rensen that they shonld refuse (o print his
sermon? He was amazed, and s0 he would sit
dowr (Laugnter.)

I he Rev, Dr. Mead said he had a boolk of ser-
mops iu bis hand preached sinoe 1780, and if
they were 1o refuse Lo print Lhat sermon now,
it wonld not oniy be disrespectfal, bus leave a
blank in the history ef the Cnareo.

Tue Hon. 8, B. Ruggles, of New York, favored
ihe priniing on the same grounds as Lhe pre-
vious sy eakers,

Mijor Parsons, of Kansas, wonld vole agalnst
the printiog, not as & mark of disrespect 1o
g:nlallm'p. but because the sermon was con-

veralal,

The Hoo. John N, Conyagham, of Pann:{l-
vania, favored Lbe printing, aovd spoke elo-
gnemly sgaInsL lll:lo!ﬂni_my disrespeoct Lo the

lshop of Delaware. he sermon woanld be
Prlnl.e d whether the Convention wounld agree to

t or pot, and if they wished it to be read by
evory one, and to throw a halo of martyrdom
round its anthor, they could not do so belter
ithan %:e'mmg 1o print.

The . Dr. Adams, of Wisconsin, also fa-
vored the publication, He sirongly urged on
the Convention not to refuse Lo gu 180 & ser-
mon préached In Trinity Charoh by & blahop of
the Chureh on thelr own appolotment. Any
man would print that sermon who had sonod
reason and oommmon sense,

ROBERT TYLER.

The Son of the Ex«Prealdent Addronses
the Democracy.

Mr. Bobert Tyler, son of ex-President Tyler,
genially ana lnmhfnrly known ar Bob Tyler
during his 1ather’s term of office, now residing
in Mopigomery, Aln., addressed a letter to a
recent Demoerstic mass mestipg in Selma, from
which we make the following extracts:—

The radica! party well koow that it will be
auite impossible to find a more peacelul and
patient population than ours on the face of the
earth; and they further knaw that for SBouthern
men to engage, under these circumstances, in
civil violence and rebellion, would simply show
that every man who did 8o was an idiot, They
know all this well enoongh, but in their extre-
milf they have resorted to this political fraud wo
avold meeting the people on their own too val-
nerable record, Their unceasing effort s to
ercape from their own acts, When asked to ex-
plan what bas become of the billion and a half
ot the people's dollars they have collected and
expended sinee the close of the war, they shout
by way of answer, *'To the front, boys in blue,”
“Forward, Tannera"” "U‘G with  the flag,”
“Hurrah for Grant” hen asked why,
after declaring radical reconstruction a perfect
success in the Chicagzo platiorm a few months
ago, they now admit it 10 be s di-astrous fallure
they at once cry out that Toombs and Cobb anc
Wise and Hamplon are conspinng to incite
“‘another rebellion,” When asked why the
publie debl is increasing in volume and why the
public credit is sinkiog lower aud lower, they
beg'n to declaim frantically about the horrors
of Cenfederate prisons_and o weep tears over
the dead of the war, They dare not allow the
minds of the people to consider calmly the real
fesues of the canvass and to form an unexcited
and deliberate judgment uponthem. They dare
not, in other words, answer to the people for
their extravaganuce, corruption, usurpstions,
revolutionary aspirations, and individoal and
poblic immoralit es,

The matter which vitally concerns us s to
nscertnin whether the people cau be thus de-
Juded and betrayed into a position of dreadfal
renl from which they may not be able to escape

n salety when at last undeceived, or, teartul
thought! it ia to asccrtuin whether the people
bave themselves become so corrupt as volun-
tarily to lay down the iranchises of freemen,
and to put on the badges that shall mark them
a8 (he servile subjects of a centralized despot-
Ism. A few weeks longer and the fate of our
country will bave been seltled for weal or woe,
When the sun géts on the 8d day of mnext No-
vember the American Union will have acquired
a new promise of hope aud regeperation in the
fuccess of the uvationnl Democratic party, or it
will bave assumed a form of government une
known to the covstitution of our fathers. whose
powers, first partitioned between the General of
the Army una an irtesnonsivle Coneress, must
epeedily hecome coneohida’ed in the hands ot a
Congressional ollgarchy or of a military dicta-
tn;-. us the struggle between them shall deter-
mine.

What if he Is Elected, According to
Southern Opinion.

Let us say once for all, that all those who
nivise 1the Soulh 10 reslst, who ssserl that it
wili 1esisl, or under the olrcumstancss think It
ought to reslst, are wmnﬁ There would ba no
belp to them from the Norih; they must nok
believe It, There may be some in the North
who urge them to take up arms; bat Lhess are
mere demegogues, If a resisiunce was agaln
organ!zed in the Boulb, it would be met, us it
was before, by the whole power of the North,
apd crusbed as 1L was before.

We say this not because we belleve there ls
tbe slightest inwention in the Soatl 1O resist,
bul because we #ee Lhe sllly utterances of some
SBouthero and Kentuoky papers are caught up
in the North and used. Tpere 18 no such de-
fign In the Bouth, Tbhey are powerless and
know 1t. Before any BSouthern resistance Lo
ngprrlalon can come It must be firsl organized
und commenced in the North, 1t wouid then
be right and proper for the SBouth to sirlke a
blow for her freedom, but It would be madoess
1o sirike a blow before that Lime.

There will be, therefore, no resumption of
hostilities. The guestion recurs Lo the internal
condition of the South. We do not believe dis~
turbenees In that section wiil greatly increass.
We do not belleve Lhe radicals themselves will
cArry out Lhe thrests of thelr speakers, and we
do pol believe Grant will allow 11. We have no
confidence in his humanpity or statesmanship,
or his eonklderation for the Bouthern ple.
We rest our bopeon & lower level, sul Lo hisg
characier and capacity, Grant 1sa disolplins-
rien, He I8 arbitrary, but he wiil have no
orders but his own, The probabliity Is that he
will depend more on the mrmy, whloh he
kKpows. than on the people he does nol know
He will not have much respect for these bigus
goverpments in the Bouth, but bhe will alm o
¥eep up B sort of ordar by Lhe military,

There s another polnot In Grant's oneraoler.
Altbongh he is now the head or lustrumant of
rudicalism, Graot Is, by educatlon, prejadicsd
nglalual the negro. ft 18 not the préjudics of =
pbilosopbie slniesman, Who sees thelr lnecom-
petence 1o discharge the foll doties of cltizan-
ship, but the narrow prejodics of o sste, and L 1s
persnnsl agains! the negro. When he comes Lo
be tried, when his nataral pecallarities are
nilowed 10 come out, Just a8 he would have
been eroel as aslavenolder he will be crasl wnd
violent as a ruler. Thestrongprejudice will lod
u venl, The negro will not be protected lo his
sphere as he wounld b+ ander Sevmour; butit s
kely be will be persecuted. It will bea vin-
dictive government, The negro, when be oom-
mits any violence, will be extirpated, and the
ruce will be tre (led by Grant with craelty and
contemplt. The Mouibern white may expeot
ittle sympathy from him: the Southern negro
peed expéot none.

Genernl Willinm Gates,

The death of General Willlam Gates took
place in New York city on Wednesday last, at
the ripe old age of elghtly years, Deceased en-
lered Lhe Military Academy in 1801, snd gra-
doated In 1506, when he was promoted to &
second llentenancy in an artlliery reglment,
and did garrison duty untll the hostilities be-
tween the Unilea States and Great Briwaln took
rll.:s. in 1812, when he was advanced to a flrst

leutenancy, and was engaged In the capture

of Toronto (then York), Upper Canada, and
in the bombardment of Fort George. Afler
Lhe settlement of Lhe then existing diflicultles,
be served In garrison and frontler daty
and rose through wvarious rades of hls

rofession, During the troubles of Soath

Jaroliva 1o 1533« whnen nuolliflcation was

Ltoreatened in Lhe Palmeilo Biate, General
Gates, then Msjor of 1st Artiliery, was statloned
at Fort Moultrie In Oharleston Harbor. He
took an aoctive part in mnearly all the [odian
troubles, and when the war with Mexloo broke
ont he accompanied the 81 Artlliery aa Liea-
tenant- Colonel. In 1816, and for two years sub-
seguent, he acted as Governor of Tampleo,
Mexico. Sinee then he did meauy yeurs' ser-
vice ip 1863 and was brevetted Brigadler-Gene-
ral In 1865 for long and falthfal services, Gena-
ral Gates was one of the old sonool—ope of the
few remalning links that connect ns witnh the

ast, He was engaged for over half a century
n the service of his country,aod be has at
lengla retired to that couch of rest from the
sleep of which there comes nn waking,

General Adam J Slemmer,

General Adam J. Slemmer, commander at
Foit Laramie, died at bis post on Wednesiday,
of heart disease, He was a nallve of Moals
gomery county, Penn., the grandsom of & sol-
dier of the Hevolution. He graduated at West
Polnt in 1850, and was assigned to duly in the
lst Arilllery, and ordered to Florida, to hold
the Beminole Indians 1n check, Haviog been
promoted for gallaniry in his encounters with
Lhe Beminoles, he was ordered 1o sSan Diego,
Caillfernia, and thence lo Fort Yaoma., Next
he was ordered to Fort Monlirie, Ubaries-
tun Harbor, and soon ther r was lo-
vited by Soperinlendent Bache to juin tne
Coasl Barvey; but the abseénce of the Becratagy
of War from his Bureaup revented, and before
that officer gould return and give his assent to
the transfer, the Superintendent of thd West
Polnt Academy b made & requlsition for
Lieutenant Blemmer’s services as a teacher in
that institution. Heserved four years la that
capacily, and was ag«in ordered to Fort Moal-
irie, and subsequently Lo the Pensaoola Statlon,
where he was putl incommuand. Lientenant
Blemmer married the accomplished dauguter
of the Rev.Joon Reynolds of the Eplscopal
Chureb, once a Chaplain in the navy. Toe
tbunder-burst of the Rebelllon found Liea-
tenant Slemmer with & small garrison in Fort
McRen. Hastlly gathering from the Navy
Yerd a few lroops who bad proved falthtal
among thefaithless, and jolning to these a force
of marines from the war steamer Wyandotie,
then In Pensacoly Bay, he threw himsell,
with his little for numbering ouly abons
e¢ighty mep, Into Fort Plokens. He had
secured himself against immediate attsck
fiom Fort McRea, on shore opposite and about
& miledistant from Fort Plekens, by destroylug
sll the ammunition that was not lookoed in tne
magazine of the former fort, and by spiking the
s uns and ramming the tomplons so firmly into
the muzzles that th had to be bored out.
Lientenunt Blemmer held Fort Plekens while
President Buchanan was temporizing with the
Rebels, nntil the 12th of April, 1861, withoat re
inforcementa, re jeoting meantime a Revel otfer
of §2000 and & commission In the Bebal army.
and §500 to every private In hils command, I he
would surrender this key to the Gulf of Mexico.
Lievutenant Blammer commanded untll the 20th
of April, when he ylelded precedence to Colonal
Brown, who had been sent to provision aand
smply garrison the fort, A ilke honoransle
career in the subsequent hislory of the war
yielded promotlon after promotlon, until he
ftlalned tothe high oMoee whioh he held at the
time af his death,

Death of Howell Cobb, of Georgla,
Nrw Yorxk, Oot. 0 —AL haifpast 10 o'olook
this morning Howell Cobb, of Georgla, dropped

KSketeh of Howell Cobb,

Howell Cobb, whose sudden death 1s an-
noanecdd In the above despateh, was & native
Georglan, baving besn born at Cnerry Hill,
Jefferson ocounty, in that Siate, on the 7th of
Heptember, 1815,

He bhad therefore just completed his fifty-
third year. While a child his father removed
to the town of Athens, Gaorgia, which has slnee

been his place of resldence, He was eduoated
al Frapk)in Collego, Atnens, where he graduated
in 1834, He then tnrned nls attention to the
;mlay of the law, and was adwmltted w the bar
n .

The first effice held by him was that of Sollol-
tor-ueneral of the Western Olreult ol Georgla,to
which position be was elecled by tue Legisia.
ture in 1887, He heid the ofMoee for three years,
and durlpg that perfod lald the foundations of
an extensive and lucrative practice, In 1843
commenced his long and stormy Congressioanl
oareor. e was elecled & member of the House
of Representatives four times in sacoasslon,
serviug from 1543 to 1861, holding the position
of Bpeaker duripg hls last term, tbat of the
Thirty-first Congress. During the whole of
this perlod he was one of the boldest and most
efficlent lenders of the exireme Soulbern
party, and by hils unquestioned abliity aond
sirength of chargoter ranked as & leader of that
partys Ams lhe result ol Lhe compromise mea-
sures of 1850, a ul.ron;( opposition tonlm and hig
parly was developed lo his native State, but at
the expiration of bis Congresslonal
tour he was elected Governor of the
Stale by an overwhelming vole. His term as
Governor was for two years, and at 118 explras
tion he resumed the practice of the law antil
1835, when bhe was again eleoted a member of
Copgress. In the camprlgn of 1856 he stamped
several of the Northern SBiates for Buohanan,
and was rewarded with Lthe position of Mecre-
tary of the Treasury In the latler’'s Cablnet.
Bince that perlod he has figured so prominently
88 a leader of Lhe great pro-slavery Damo-
cratic Rebelllon, a8 & member of the so ocalled*
Confederate Congress, and a Brigadler-Gensral
In the Rebel ermy, that his record 18 yet fresh
in the minds of the 'penllale. Al thec!ose of tho
war, like many of bis kindred spirits In rebsl-
lion, he falled to recognize the resulta of Lhe
war, and was still to be ranked as a disgalsed,
i1 not an open enemy, of the Uulon,
